Institute  Gives 
Study  Grant 
To  BYU  Prof. 

A five  year  research  grant  to- 
taling $32,000  has  been  given  to 
Dr.  Leo  P.  Vernon,  Brigham 
Young  University  chemistry  pro- 
fessor, by  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health. 

A fellowship  amounting  to 
$2,500  will  be  awarded  to  a gradu- 
ate student  for  research  on  this 
program.  The  Charles  F.  Ketter- 
ing Foundation  will  award  the 
fellowship,  according  to  Vernon. 

Vernon  will  be  assisted  in  the 
project  by  Fred  White,  a gradu- 
ate student  in  chemistry.  Money 
for  the  grant  will  be  used  for 
equipment  and  personnel. 

Research  under  the  grant  will 
be  on  "Comparative  Biochemis- 
try of  Bacterial  Cytochromes.” 
Vernon  explained  that  a basic 
understanding  of  cytochromes  is

desirable  because  they  play  an 
essential  part  in  human  biochem- 
istry as  well  as  in  bacterial  meta- 
bolism. 

Vernon,  who  did  similar  work 
at  Washington  University  at  St. 
Louis,  Mo.  for  two  years,  became 
interested  in  the  problem  through 
participation  of  sytochromes  in 
photosynthesis.  Another  gradu- 
ate student,  Emel  Ihnen,  is  now 
working  on  this  phase  of  the 
problem.

Rushing  procedure  solutions 
are  being  sought  from  students 
by  Brigham  Young  University  so- 
cial units. 

A committee,  apointed  by  the 
Inter-Organizational  Council,  will 
hold  three  hearings  this  week 
in  an  effort  to  find  a workable 
plan  for  social  unit  rushing.  Criti- 
cism arose  over  tactics  allegedly 
adopted  last  quarter  by  several 
units  in  rushing  prospective 
pledges. 

The  commitee,  taken  from  IOC 
membership,  is  composed  of  two 
social  unit  presidents,  Karl  Snow, 
chairman,  Viking  president,  and 
Nina  Leishman,  Cami  Los  presi- 
dent; and  three  IOC  members-at- 
large,  Wes  Craig,  Allen  Thoman- 
der  and  Orson  Clay. 

Committee  was  chosen  after 
IOC  members  expressed  disap- 
proval toward  a plan  presented 
by  unit  presidents  to  limit  mem- 
bership in  the  units. 

Snow  said  the  committee  is  in- 
terested in  having  anyone  who 
has  a workable  plan  in  mind  ap- 
pear at  a hearing. 

Students  interested  in  present- 
ing a plan  may  make  an  appoint- 
ment with  the  secretary  in  the 
Student  Coordinator’s  office, 
Snow  said.  The  coordinator’s  of- 
fice is  located  in  the  basement  of 
the  Student  Service  Center.

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POLITICS  NEEDED 


There  are  no  active  student  political  organiza- 
tions on  Brigham  Young  University  campus  at  this 
time.  Many  universities  of  comparable  size  have 
active  Young  Republican  and  Young  Democrat  clubs 
which  give  college  students  the  opportunity  to  en- 
gage in  grass  roots  politics,  hear  speeches  made  by 
prominent  politicians,  and  become  familiar  with  the 
intricacies  of  government. 

Such  groups  can  and  should  be  formed  at  this 
university.  Political  Science  instructors  have  ex- 
pressed willingness  to  aid  in  organizing  these  clubs. 
Many  students  have  shown  interest  in  political  ac- 
tivity on  campus.  Excellent  speakers  are  available. 
Unfortunately,  no  effort  has  been  made  to  integrate 
these  elements. 

At  least  three  groups  should  be  formed — a 
Young  Democrat  club,  a Young  Republican  club, 
and  a club  for  Independents.  The  Independent  club 
should  be  formed  by  those  students  who  do  not 
wish  to  align  themselves  with  either  major  party, 
or  who  have  not  yet  selected  a party.  It  is  the  Inde- 
pendent vote  that  swings  most  elections,  so  this 
“shadow  party”  should  not  be  overlooked,  as  is  so 
often  done  in  other  universities. 

University  political  clubs  can  influence  legisla- 
tion immensely.  Pending  bills  could  be  considered 
by  the  clubs,  and  resolutions  that  register  the  senti- 
ment of  the  members  could  be  dispatched  to  inter- 
ested legislators. 

Club  members  could  gain  practical  political  ex- 
perience by  working  with  Utah  County  party  com- 
mittees. Precinct  workers  are  always  in  demand. 

Many  nationally-known  statesmen  have  visited 
Brigham  Young  University  in  the  past.  President 
Truman,  Senator  Watkins,  Stephen  Mitchell,  and 
Senate  Majority  Leader  Lyndon  Johnson  have  all 


visited  this  campus.  Many  other  such  statesmen 
might  well  accept  invitations  to  visit  the  campus 
if  an  attitude  of  concern  about  government  were 
fostered  here. 

Often  students  at  large  universities  are  over- 
whelmed by  a feeling  of  insignificance.  Sometimes 
they  are  not.  Ralph  Hardy,  a BYU  student,  became 
intensely  interested  in  politics  as  a result  of  taking 
classes  in  political  science  at  this  university.  His 
instructor  urged  him  to  actively  engage  in  politics. 
Last  fall  he  ran  for  a seat  in  the  Idaho  legislature 
and  won.  His  experience  could  well  be  emulated  by 
many  who  are  complacent,  indifferent,  of  afraid. 

Politics  is  something  that  concerns  everyone, 
but  everyone  is  not  concerned  with  politics.  This 
sad  paradox  explains  laxity,  malfeasance  and  cor- 
ruption in  government.  These  evils  will  disappear 
or  diminish  only  when  voter  interest  and  wide- 
spread participation  in  the  governmental  process 
increase. 

Students  interested  in  participating  in  student 
political  clubs  should  leave  their  names  in  the  Uni- 
verse office,  which  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
Student  Service  Building.  Information  concerning 
party  choice,  address,  ’phone  number,  and  nights 
available  for  club  meetings  should  be  included.  If 
applicable,  students  should  also  indicate  willingness 
to  serve  on  organization  committees. 

An  educated  electorate  is  the  blueprint  for  good 
government.  The  architects  of  good  government  are 
well-informed  legislators.  The  builders  of  good 
government  are  enlightened  citizens  who  exercise 
their  influence  to  the  fullest  extent.  Free  enlighten- 
ment, information  and  education  will  be  available 
to  all  students  if  student  political  clubs  are  founded 
—NOW!

Discrimination 


What  happened  at  Yalta?  The 
shroud  of  mystery  has  thinned 
considerably  over  what  has  long 
been  feared  the  most  significant 
political  blunder  of  modem  times. 
The  face  of  only  one  world  leader 
is  crimson,  but  there  may  well  be 
signs  of  subterranean  rotation  at 
Hyde  Park  as  well  as  sounds  of 
ghostish  laughter  from  a venert- 
ed  crypt  in  Red  Square. 

World  reaction  on  the  long  sec- 
ret Yalta  report  has  been  quiet 
and  conservative,  although  the 
undercurrent  is  unmistakable. 
France  is  embarrassed  by  the 
lack  of  confidence  placed  in  her. 
Nationalist  China  is  indignant 
about  the  now  public  rebuke  that 
she  talks  too  much.  Britain’s 
Prime  Minister  seems  to  be 
shamed  over  what  was  evidently 
badly  misplaced  confidence  in 
America’s  wartime  “strong  man.” 
Japan  is  rebellious  over  the  arbi- 
trary butchery  to  which  she  was 
subjected.  Her  Foreign  Minister, 
Mamorum  Shigemitsu  has  gone 
on  record  as  stating  that  Japan 
will  work  toward  the  recovery  of 
lower  Sakhalin  and  the  Kurile 
Islands  in  forthcoming  diplomatic 
tussles  with  the  USSR.  West  Ger- 
many has  courteously  declined 
comment,  for  fear  of  aggravating

the  tension  between  Britain  and 
the  United  States  over  the  recent 
release. 

Indications  are  that  Roosevelt 
was  guilty  of  serious  miscalcula- 
tions that  seemed  to  create  un- 
warranted panic  regarding  the 
war  in  the  Pacific.  His  excessive 
anxiety  to  bring  Russian  forces 
against  Japan  seemed  to  give 
Stalin  the  aces  he  needed  to  take 
the  hand.  Churchill  must  have 
simply  gone  along  for  the  ride; 
his  attitude  on  the  entire  confer- 
ence being  typified  by  a note  to 
F.D.R.  in  which  he  stated,  “I 
hope,  however,  that  my  fears  are 
groundless.  I put  my  faith  in 
you.” 

The  story  is  not  yet  complete. 
More  fill  be  said  about  the  Yalta 
conference.  Sir  Winston  Churchill 
states  that  the  American  report 
of  the  meeting  is  full  of  serious 
errors.  Since  he  is  the  only  sur- 
viving member  of  the  principle 
participants,  it  will  be  his  respon- 
sibility to  provide  corrections 
thereto  if  such  are  forthcoming.

Reorganization  of  Courses

Reorganization  of  courses  in  the  Department  of  Engineering 
Science  was  approved  to  be  effective  next  autumn  quarter,  Dr.  Jens 
J.  Jonsson,  chairman  of  the  department  of  engineering  science,  has 
announced. 

Discussions,  Dr.  Jonsson  said,  were  held  weeks  ago  by  the  engin- 
eering staff  to  consider  present  engineering  courses.  Discontinuance 
of  certain  courses,  addition  of

new  classes,  and  changing  of 
credits  resulted  from  the  discus- 
sions by  the  staff.  According  to 
Dr.  Jonnson,  the  schedule  result- 
ing from  the  reorganization  of 
courses  will  be  printed  in  the 
next  Brigham  Young  University 
catalog. 

In  the  Civil  Engineering  field, 
C.E.  270,  engineering  computa- 
tions; and  C.E.  280,  engineering 
economics,  will  be  discontinued. 
The  graphics  sequence  will  have 
three  classes  with  eight  credit 
hours.  Classes  in  engineering 
mechanics  will  be  changed  to  five 
hour  courses.  Cement  technology, 
C.E.  130,  will  decrease  from  a 
five  hour  to  a four  hour  class. 
One  credit  will  be  given  to  lab- 
oratory work  in  soil  mechanics, 
C.E.  151,  instead  of  two  credits. 
Engineering  practice,  C.E.  160 
and  161  will  be  replaced  by  C.E. 
160,  hydraulic  design;  C.E.  161, 
hydrology;  and  C.E.  170,  civil 
engineering  practice. 

Courses  in  the  Electrical  Eng- 
ineering field  being  changed  or 
discontinued  are:  electrical  engin- 
eering comprehensive,  E.E.  199 
to  be  discontinued;  alternating 
current  machinery  E.E.  113  and 
115  to  replace  E.E.  113;  labora- 
tory courses  of  E.E.  290,  291,  292, 
and  293,  which  may  be  taken  in 
different  combinations,  to  replace 
E.E.  286,  communications  labora- 
tory; and  E.E.  141,  electricity  and 
magnetism,  to  be  changed  to 
three  credit  hours  instead  of  four 
(now  taught  by  electrical  engin- 
eering staff). 

Mechanical  engineering  field 

In  the  mechanical  engineering 
field  three  courses  will  be  dis- 
continued. Courses  are  M.E.  22, 
manufacturing  process;  M.E.  Ill, 
fluid  mechanics  laboratory;  and 
M.E.  150,  engineering  adminis- 
tration. Classes  to  be  added  next 
school  year  are  M.E.  112,  fluid 
dynamics;  M.E.  150,  manufactur- 
ing processes,  in  replacement  of 
M.E.  22;  M.E.  133,  kinematics  of 
machines  in  replacement  of  M.E. 
130  for  civil  engineers;  and  M.E. 
141,  heat  transfer.  Credit  hours  in 
heat  transfer,  M.E.  225,  will  be 
changed  to  three  hours  rather 
than  four  hours.

Close  of  Student  Ski  Classes 
Causes  Slight  Skier  Decrease 

A notable  decrease  in  the  number  of  ski  enthusiasts  gliding  down 
the  slopes  of  Timp  Haven  was  noticed  last  week  with  the  close  ot 
winter  quarter  ski  classes  at  Brigham  Young  University. 

Since  the  start  of  the  quarter  in  early  January  more  than  280 
BYU  students  have  been  spending  weekly  sessions  on  the  snowy 
mountain  slopes  developing  the  techniques  of  one  of  the  world’s 

— oldest  and  most  popular  winter 

sports. 

Dr.  Leona  Holbrook,  who  has 
been  directing  skiing  classes  for 
the  collegiates  for  the  past  ten 
seasons,  estimates  2,760  hours  of 
instruction  were  given  this  win- 
ter. Such  large  scale  instruction, 
Dr.  Holbrook  reports,  is  due  to 
an  able  staff  of  student  instruc- 
tors. No  less  than  14  students 
served  in  teaching  capacities 
throughout  the  quarter. 

Classes  were  divided  into  three 
sections,  with  each  section  spend- 
ing one  afternoon  a week  on  the 
ski  slopes.
